deceit and damage of His Majeſties Subjects; Hath been pleaſed by Letters Patents un- 
der the great Deal of England, bearing date the fourth day of July laſt paſt, to enlarge the 
ancient Guild of weavers of London in their Juriſoiction and Government, and hath cr- 
tended the ſame over all perſons, uſing the Art of weaving of fozrain, 02 part fozrain Ma- 
terials, thozowout the whole Realm of England, and Domimion of \\a'es, wherein His Ma- 
jeltie having made ſundzy good p2oviſions againſt thoſe common fallities, hath thought fit 
(by the advice of His Pzivie Councell) tomake publike declaration thereof, to the end that all 
His Dubjects,and others, having knowledge of the ſame,may confozm themſelves accozdingly : 
And therekoze His MPajeſtie in purſuance of the ſaid Letters Patents, doth hereby ſtraitly 
charge andcommand, That no perſon oz perſons whatſoever, from, and after the Feaſtofthe 
2Sirth of Our Lo2d God next coming, ſhall Make o2 weave within His Majcltics Realm of

ſoever intermired With ſpun Dilk, made of waſte oz knittings of Silk, o2 of heavy died Silk, 
no: ſhall ſell oz put to ſale any Silk Stuffs whatſoever by weight, but by juſt and lawfull 
meaſure onely: And that no perſon oz perſons whatſoever, from and after the eighteenth day 
of May nert coming, tall Pake o2 vBeave, 02 tmpozt from fozrain parts into His Majeſties 
ſaid Realm oz Dominion, any Silks oz Stuffs, made of Silk, oz part Silk, oz of other fo- 
rain, 02 part fo:rain Materials whatſoever, o2 any kind? of Gold oz Silver Stuffs to be 
vended 02 put to ſale,of leſſer bzcadth then half a yardnail and halfnail within the twoLiſts,and 
the ſame to be madeof one equall goodneſle (as necr as may be) thozowout the whole peece; 
(laving that Gzogerans, Chamlets, and Mohairs made in Turkie, and Tiffantes, Cipzes, 
and LoomWozks 1nade here,o2 impozted hither, may be ſtill Made and Woven of ſuch bzeadths 
as noW 02 heretofoze they have been uſually made) Upon pain of the fozfeiture to His Maje- 
ſtie of all ſuch Silks oz Dtuffs as ſhall be ſo mired, ſold by wetght, oz made leſſe in bzeadth, 
contrary to His Majeſties Royall will and pleaſure herein declared. 

And fo2 themoze due and jult execution of the Pzemiſſes, His Majeſtie by His ſaid Letters 
Patents, hath authozised the Bailiffs, Wardens, and Aſſiſtants of the weavers of London, 
from time to time to appoint meet perſons ſkilfull in the ſaid Art of weaving, to view and 
ſearch all Silks and Stuffs of what bzeadth ſoever made, of fozrain, oz part fozrain Mate- 
rials, by any perſon oz perſons in England oz Walcs; and upon due triall had of the ſaid Panu- 
factures (they being found of juſt b:eadths, andmade of right and unfallified Patertals, and 
being truly Þ9:ought and u30ven, to Deal with the ſeverall Stamps oz Seals hereafter na- 
med, appointed fo that purpoſe, (which His Pajeſtte commands that none pzcſumeto counter- 
feit : ) all ſuch Dtulfs (above a quarter of a yard bzoad) as they ſhall finde good and Mer- 
chantable, and to reject and fozbear to Deal the contrary, but to ſeize and take them into their 
cuſtody to be defaced oz deſtroyed, and the Makers thereof to be further puniſhed accozding to 
their offences. 
wherefo:e His Pajeltie doth hereby further ſtraitly charge and command, that all Tiſhews, 
Gold oz Silver Stuffs, andall other Silks and Stuffs (above one quarterof a yard bzoad) to 
be made of fozrain, oz part fozrainMPaterials, within the Cities of Loadon and Weſtminſter, v2 
within five miles ofeither of them, afterthe Feaſt day of All Saincsnext enſuing, ſhall be bzought 
to the common Hall of the ſaivCompany of weavers within the City of London, to be there 
Uiewed, Searched, and Sealed by theſwozn Officer oz Officers appointed, and tobe appoint- 
edinthat behalf, without any Fee to be taken foz the ſame; And thatallſuch other of the ſaid 
&cuffs as ſhall be Pade, 02 8W2ought in any echer parts oz places of the Realm of England, 
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02 Dominton of wal:s, above the diſtance of five miles from the latd Cities, oz either of them, 
{Hall be tn like manner after the ſaid Feaſt day of All Saines nert enſuing, Uewed, Searched,and 
Dealed, inſuch meet places, andby ſuch perſons, as foz that end and purpoſe by the ſaid Con 
pany of weavers ſhall be appointed, without any Fee to be taken fo2 the ſame, 

And His ajeltie doth alſo ſtraitly charge and comniand, that ns perſon oz perſons whatſo- 
ever, from and after the ſaid Feaſt day of All Saints nexi coming, (yall 25uy, Sell, o2 cxpole to ſale 
any peece 02 parcell of Tiſhews, Gold and Silver Stuffes, o2 other Silks oz Stuffs (abeve a 
quarter of a yard bzoad) made of fo2rain, oz part fozrain 43aterials, bctoze the ſame (hatl 
be Scaled, as afozeſaid, uyon pain of the iofſe and fozfeiture of the {ane Silks o2 Sturs 
ſo ſold o2 put to ſale, befoze they ſhall be Co Sealed, And fo? reco2imung & great abuſe now ud 
in the making of Ribands and Laces, by the help of an Eagtae calle3 a great Loom, where» 
in one perſon alone wil make as much wozk (though in a raiſe and decertfull manner) as ten 
perſons can doin ftagle Looms inthe like time, tothe hinderance and undotigot many of 315 
Majcſics people of the ſaid Zrade; H1s Maicitie thereſoze doth charge and command, That 
no perſon o2 perſons whatſoever, from and afrer che Feaſt of the 28trth of Our Lozd God 
nert coming, ſhall wozk in, uſe, o2 crerciſe any tact Frame oz Eagine, called A great Loom, 
C2 any other Frame oz Engine, wherein tizerc ſhail be made 02 W2ought any moze Laces 02 
Kibands of any ſozt thenonly one at one and the ſame time, upon pain of His PBajelties heavy 
diſpleaſure, and ſuch puniſhments as ſhall be meet to be inflicted upon the Offenders fo? tizcic 
contempts herein : And that no perſon o2 pcrlons, hail puvately, oz by way of iZawking, 
carry any Dilks,o: Stuffs,Garters,Ribatds, Laces, o2 other Yanufactures made of fozrain, 
02 part fozrain Materials,b2oad oz narrow,to pzivate mens houſes,o2 Ynnes, within theCities 
of London F Weſtminſter, 02 the Duburbs oz Liberties of the ſame, to vend 92 put to ſale,no2 ſhall 
p:offer the ſame to ſale to people as they paſſe in the Dtreets,upon pain of thetoffe and fozfeiture 
of all ſuc) Panufactures as all be ſo offered to ſale, Vy the way of Hawking, a5 ato:ctatd, 

Andfko: the beiter effecting of His Bajeſties Royall intentions in the Pzemmifſes,His Maje- 
ſtie doth crp:cſly will, require, and command, That all luch perſons as now do, oz hereafter 
ſhall uſe the Trade of Weaving within London and Sourhwark, and the Liberties thereof, be- 
ing, 02 Which ſhall be free of other Comyanes of London, andnot ofthe Gmld of Weavers, ſhall 
accozding to ſcverall Ozders of the Court of Lozd Maio: andAldermen of the City of L-ndon, 
which by Acts of Dtate were after confirmed, be fozthwvith andfrom tune to time tranflated 
to the ſaid Company of udeavers, andbe andeontinue ſubject to theirlawfull Ddinances. And 
as concerning the p:eſent Tradeſmenand Artificersin the Art of weaving, of fozrain, o2 part 
fozrain Materials, His Majeſtic hath by His ſaid Letters Patents o:dained anddeclared, Zhat 
the ſaid Bailiffs, wardens, and Aſſiſtants ſhall and may rece:ve and adinit tnto che faid Coz- 
pozation to crerciſe the ſatd Trade, ſuch competent number of fit perſons, as to them tn their 
diſcretions ſhallſcenm meetand conventent, beingnaturall bozn Subjects, Denizens, o2 Stran- 
gers, who have ererciſed the ſaid Trade herc one whole yecr at the leaf, befoze the date of the 
ſaid Letters Patents, and are confozinable tothe Laws of the Realm, and Conſtitutions cf 
the Chucch of England: Andthat from and after two yecrs next following, they ſhall not ad- 
mitinto the ſaid Cozpozation, any perſons to ereraſe the ſaid Trade of vwcaving of fozrain, 
02 part fozrain Materials, unleſle he oz they have ſervedſeven yecrs to the ſaid Trade, within 


thr ſaid Co2zpozation. And to this His RT NES of Dis Royall willandplcalure in 
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the Pzcunſſes(tending tothe common goodofHis Subjects) His Majeſtie requireth all dnc.confor- 
nity ofall ſuch whom it ſhall concern,upon pain of His ajeſties high diſpleaſure,and as they will 
an[wer fo2their neglects o2contempts herein. And totheendthatit may be certainiy known what 
Dllks 02 Dtuifs made in fozrain parts,ſhall from time to time be impozted into the Kingdom;And 
whether the lame hall be made andW2ought of their true b:cadths,and right Materials,acco:ding 
to His Majelties directions fo2 thoſe that (hall bemade here, His Majeſties pleaſureis to appoint a 
[peciall Officer fo2 Searchingand Sealing of all ſuch Sitks andStuffs, as from the ſaid Feaſt of 
All Sainrs nert (hall betmpoztedinto the Realin of England and Dominionof Wales fron fozrain parts, 
And 11s Majelhe doth thercfoze ſtraitly chargeand command, Lhat every Merchant and other 
perſonand perſons whatſoever, which ſhall after the ſaid FeaTof All Sainrs nert, tmpozt, 02 bung,o2 
cauſe to b2impozted,o2 bzought intothis 15 MajeltiesReain,o! Dominonof wales, anyTiſhews, 
Gold oz Dilver Dtulks, Uelvets, Dattins, Pluſhes, Damaſks, o2 other Stuffs whatſoever, to 
caule tie fa;neto be viewed and Sealed bythe ſaid Dfficero2 His Deputy, befoze ſuch time as the 
(adStufs, o2 any of them, (Hall be put to ſale, upon pain of the ſctzure and fozfertare of the ſame, 
and {ach other peaalties and puniſhments as ſhall be meet to be inflicted fo2 their contempts here- 
tn. And 15 xYajeikie being info2med ofa great dec:it nowuledinthemiring of ozſted with 5:05 
geran Varnin Tamets, Parragons, and otherlike Stulks, doth therefoze hereby further charge 
and command, That fromand afcer t!): Fealtof the 2Sirth of Dur LozdGodnext coming, ns per- 
ſon oz perlons Wwhatſoev:r, ſhail Yake o2 Weave Within the Realin of England, o2 Domintowof 
\Walcs, no2 ſhall imp22t into the ſame fro::; fozrain parts, any Tamcts,Parragons,o: other Stuffs 
made of G2ogeran Yarn, wherin there ſhall be Woven o2 mixed any Wozlted whatſoever,upon pain 
of the ſeizure and kozfeitare of the ſame, and ſuch other penalties and puniſhments as ſhall be mcet 
tobe inflicted fo2 tyeir conte'np*s heren, Aad His Majeitie doth likewiſe wiiland require all Yu- 
ſtices of Peace, Maio2s, Sheriffs, Baiiiks, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, Tithinamen, and other 
His Dfficersand Miniſters to Whom it ſhall appertain, That they and every of them from time 
to time hereafter, without excuſe o2d?zlay, be favouring, aiding, aid aſſiting tothe ſaid Company 
of us8cavers of London, their Deputies and Dearchers, in the due crecution of all o2 any the P2e- 
miſſes when they (hal! be thereunto required, as they will anſwer the contraryat their perils,
